The Dominion of Canada, through its Bureau of Statistics, 
has issued a bulletin which removes all justification for support 
of government sale of liquor on the grounds of *‘temperanee”’ 








or ‘‘moderation.”’ 

The official Dominion figures show the Canadians have in- 
ereased spending for liquor from $30,000,000 in 1922 to more 
than $100,000,000 last vear; that the sale of whiskey, instead of 
being retarded by the popularizing of beer and wine, has in- 
creased more than sixty per cent in the last two years and is 
increasing more rapidly than the sale of beer and wine; that 
drunkenness is increasing Ontario, for instance, convicted 
13,700 drunks in 1926 and 16,000 two years later. Deaths from 
aleoholism in Canada have ubled since 1921. Con 
vietions for drunken driving in ( increased thirteen hun- 
dred per cent in the six liquor years. Motor accidents 
show almost a deubled death ll in four vears. Bootlegeine 
illicit distilling and home brewing are still aetive, in spite of
